A GLOOMY MARKET 


RICES for porkers, baconers and cutters took another turn for the worse last 
week. Unlike this time last year when porker prices rose steadily from early 
January until the end of April, last week’s values were down to the level-returned 
by baconers before Christmas. Baconers, also, which were firming faisly. steadily at 
this time last year, showed 1s per score drop on the week. In all classes late-week 


markets suffered most. 

Falls among the porkers might have been 
greater had not the overall entry been sub- 
stantially rduced. Only on Thursday was 
there an increase on the corresponding day 
the previous week. The average price, which 
finished at 31s 6d sc liveweight, dropped 9d 
on the week before. 


This is about 2s 9d below the price fetched 
in the corresponding week last year when 
the provisional guarantee payment was 
3s 24d sc Lw. The guarantee was last week 
raised from Is 14d to 2s 04d. 


Very few markets reported any gains in 
the porker class. Those that did were mostly 
Monday markets. The north was the only 
region in which trade was fairly healthy— 
larger offerings at Darlington, Doncaster and

OW s-n-f troubles are common at this time of the 
year, and-cows, particularly older ones, that are 
still yielding well require a fully adequate supply of 
starch equivalent in their ration. There’s plenty of 
good S.E. in Cream, Gold or Red Label Milk Nuts for 
production but it’s the amount in the tofa/ ration that 
counts and that includes the maintenance portion of the 
daily feed. ‘The wise farmer will have kept some of 
his best hay for this time of the year, and those who 
are feeding silage will do well to under rather than over- 
estimate its quality. 

As an emergency measure when low s-n-f is en- 
countered a supplementary daily ration of 3-4 Ib. of 
cereals may help, but be sure you feed this im addition 
to the normal maintenance foods, and keep the produc- 
tion ration at its full level. But those who haven’t 
tun into trouble should remember that prevention by 
good feeding is better (and surer) than cure.

LENTIFUL supplies of dessert apples on 

offer at Covent Garden, London, Feb- 
ruary 3. Best supplies of English Coxs con- 
tinue to realize higher values. Only moderate 
sales for other English varieties and imported 
samples. Fair enquiries for large clean 
stored Bramleys, but poorer cooking apples 
slow to move., Pears plentiful but trade 
limited. Forced rhubarb cheaper, daily 
arrivals slow to clear.

Some Sections of British Industry Expected to 
Make Progress in 1961 


APITAL goods, engineering, commercial vehicles, textiles and clothing 
and building are industries that should do well in 1961. These conclusions 
emerge in an examination of industrial prospects contained in the latest 

edition of Economic Review. This review is prepared by the National Institute 
of Economic and Social Research, an independent body, which carries out 


extensive investigations of business trends. 


Findings are published every other 


month and the latest report is encouraging. 


Dealing with the general level of 


demand the National Institute concludes | 


that it will rise and, on balance, industrial 
production may be expected to increase 
by about 4 per cent. Before that happens 
there may be some weakening, however, 
for an easing of demand for  stock- 
building is possible in the first six months, 

The most prosperous sector of British 
industry is likely to be that producing 
engineering capital goods, states the 
report. ‘[his ties in with recent Board 
of Trade estimates that capital expendi- 
ture by manufacturing industry should 
rise by some 30 per cent this year. 

Biggest spenders will be the iron and 
steel, motor vehicle and paper industries. 
And it is to companies supplying these 
sectors with capital goods that attention 
should be directed. 


Attractions Reinforced 


Most of the concerns I have in mind 
have been featured in these columns 
before. But it won’t hurt to mention 
them again as their investment attractions 
have been reinforced by the latest 
statistics. 

Heavy expenditure by the iron and 
steel industry is expected not only in 
1961 but over the next four or five years. 
One of the leading manufacturers of steel- 
making plant and equipment is Wellman 
Smith Owen Engineering Corporation. 

The group’s order book in August 
was at near record levels. And with 
plenty more work in prospect both at 
home and abroad, a continuing increase 
in activity is envisaged. 

Good buying of this company’s shares 
from continental sources has been in 
evidence recently. They return 23 per 
cent only but the dividend is well 
covered at 2.3 times. As higher profits 
are in sight shareholders’ income could 
rise appreciably in the next few years, 

Think of rising demand for capital 
goods and you must consider machine 
tool manufacturers. I have devoted a 
considerable amount of space to this 
industry in the past and will confine 
myself to one selection on this occasion. 

At current price levels the company I 
favour is Coventry Gauge and Tool, Its 
shares return nearly 5 per cent and are 
well worth ing. 

Because a “ rights” issue is being made 
the price’ of this. security has not 
responded as it might have done to the 


excellent report for 1959-60. But with 
a clear indication from the chairman that 
even better trading results will be 

returned next time I expect more support 
to develop. 

Paper making was one of the indus- 
tries mentioned as being a major con- 
tributor to rising capital expenditure.

Continued Expansion of Business 


The 128th Annual General Meeting of 
National Provincial Bank, Limited, will be held 
on February 23 in London. 

The following is an extract from the circulated 
statement of the Chairman (Mr. D. J. Robarts): 

The accounts show a net profit for the year 
of £3,565,996, compared with £2,840,971 for 
1959. ‘Together with the amount brought in 
of £951,678 there is a balance for disposal of 
£4,517,674. An interim dividend of 7 per cent 
has been paid, taking £901,503, leaving available 
£3,616,171. It is now proposed to deal with this 
balance as follows: To pay a final dividend of | 
7 per cent, absorbing £901,504, to appropriate | 
£1,500,000 to Reserve Funds and to carry for- 
ward £1,214,667. 

It is proposed to recommend the capitalisation 
of £3,003,760 at present part of the Reserve 
Funds, by paying up in full 3,003,760 of the 
unissued £1 shares and distributing them credited 
as fully paid to Shareholders in the ratio of one 
additional £1 share for every seven held. 

Our business continues to expand and there 
is ample evidence that the good service we 
endeavour to give to our increasingly wide range 
of customers is fully appreciated. 

Commenting on the Bank’s hire purchase 
interest, Mr. Robarts said: Our subsidiary com- 
pany North Central Wagon & Finance Company, 
Limited, have shown a substantial, though re- 
duced, profit, and our dividend is still well 
covered by earnings. 

Referring to the country’s economic position, 
Mr. Robarts said: The fundamental necessity 
to improve our balance of payments position, 
from which most of our difficulties spring, is to 
keep down costs of production.

BE BOLD,

HE scene is set for a momentous Price 

Review, the first in what is potentially a 

new era for British farming: just what 
sort of an era the determinations which the 
Government must make during the coming 
month will to a considerable degree decide. 


First and foremost, this Review will show how 
much the 1960 White Paper really meant. That 
document’s well-turned phrases have been held 
to suggest many things. 

The cynics, and their ranks have swollen in 
recent months, say the Government has com- 
mitted itself to nothing, leaving an escape 
clause to every undertaking—regarding 
Europe, efficiency share, increased living 
standards, and so on. At the other extreme 
are those fantasy-builders who are talking of 
an easy review and believe the Government 
is about to hand out vast sums with scarcely 
a question. 

The right view is a middle one. The White 
Paper has given each side a clearer understand- 
ing of the other’s problems. It has nailed as 
never before the lie that the farming industry 
is a burden on the community. The Govern- 
ment has gone as far as any Government could 
in admitting that mistakes were made last 
February. 

The Government has, as we said when the White 
Paper was published, declared good intentions 
and the next month gives it the chance to 
translate them into deeds. We must await that 
translation though we can say this: the talks 
start on a firmer basis. 

However, this Review will not in any sense be 
easy. The N.F.U.s will have to make their 
case as meticulously and as forcefully as ever. 
The national balance of payments situation has 
worsened considerably since the White Paper 
was published, and the Chancellor has already 
indicated that departmental estimates must be 
scrutinized most carefully. Nothing will be 
handed out on a platter. 


Even so, the Government has said again and

again that the taxpayer gets value for the 
money he puts into farming. Could he not get 
even better value for higher investment? 


We believe he could. The industry accepts the 
challenge of changing circumstances: given the 
opportunity it will streamline itself to stand 
up against all the pressures of this coming 
decade. But that process requires more cash: 
it just cannot be done on a declining real 
income. 

So we call upon the Government for a bold and 
imaginative Price Review. A review that will 
enable British agriculture to realize its full 
potential.

And Still It Rains 


Nearly a Million Acres That Should Have 
Been Winter Wheat 


OW we know the worst. 


I expected the winter wheat acreage to 


be badly down, but the figures in the December returns are an 
even greater shock than I foresaw: over 900,000 acres down on last 


year. 


We thought we were in a bad way when the Dec. 1958 returns showed 


us a quarter of a million acres behind with winter wheat, but by comparison 


with this winter that was child’s play. 

A lot of people, I know, have been 
pressing on whenever possible, but not 
enough have been able to make a start. 
Winter wheat time is slipping away 
fast, and we will be left with a primary 
choice between spring wheat and bar- 
ley. Talk of the horns of a dilemma! 


Fully Justified 


Those who have expressed fears, 
and I am one, of a five-million-ton 
barley crop this season are proved to

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have ample grounds. Apart from an 
inbred distaste for spring wheat, it’s 
not going to be easy to get seed unless 
it’s already booked. The whole of 
Western Europe has been buying. 

Anyway, and whatever the solution, 
this 900,000 unplanted acres (and many 
of them still unploughed, to boot) are 
something for Mr. Soames to bear in 
mind during the Price Review. 


No Shrugging Off 


And I mean bear in mind. They 





are not to be casually shrugged off as 


is so often done by politicians when 
farming is up against a real problem. 

I shall not easily forget March of 
1947, when in that great freeze-up and 
deep snow the only comfort that came 
from on high was the then Prime 
Minister’s statement that the Govern- 
ment “was anxious that the maximum 
acreage possible of spring wheat should 
be sown.” 

Ah, well! Get the tractors fit. They'll 
have to work round the clock.as soon 
as they can work at all. 


Cheap, Maybe 


OME people, I hear, have 

had the bright idea of im- 
porting calcium ammonium nitrate by 
the shipload and delivering it directly 
to farms. Where this can be done it 
makes a relatively cheap fertilizer, and 
is, I believe, quite good stuff. 

On the other hand, the price advan- 
tage only exists in areas where short, 
quick hauls from ship to farm can be 
made, and where a whole shipload can 
be disposed of rapidly without incur- 
ring demurrage charges and the like. 

I believe one or two people who have 
tried to experiment have burnt their 





fingers pretty badly. Indeed, I heard 
of one man whose shipload of several 
hundred tons arrived set like cement. 


Rumours Of Barley 


Ax sorts of rumours about 
schemes for barley market- 
ing are in the air. The N.F.U. has 
certainly been putting forward sugges- 
tions to interested trades. 

Indeed, one day last week several 
prominent members of the corn and 
milling trades were seen, together with 
N.F.U. representatives, on their way 
to the Ministry. I can only presume 
that some proposals were discussed. 


Quickly 
I have since heard whispers that 
these ideas are now in the hands of 





a smaller committee to see whether 
something can be thrashed out. 

So far as this year’s crop is con- 
cerned suggestions will have to be 
acted on quickly. If legislation is in- 
volved the delay would be too great. 


Must Be Done 


So far as I can gather, everyone 
concerned with the growing or use of 
home-grown barley agrees that some- 
thing must be done. But there is a 
good deal of argument about mini- 
mum prices, contracts and farm 
storage. 

Too many are inclined to forget that 
you can’t get away from world prices. 
Not in this country, anyway. 

I hope China goes on buying 
barley! 





Big Potatoes 





HAT I say to-day, market- 
ing boards say to-morrow 
(sometimes). Weeks ago I said it was 
ridiculous to keep the big potatoes

OME may agree with Mr. 
Geoffrey Sykes’ views that 
cattle breeders should follow in the 
footsteps of the broiler men and go in 
for big business companies.

But one thing is certain. Mr. Sykes’ 
forthright paper at the British Cattle 
Breeders’ Conference last week pro- 
voked lively and sometimes acri- 
monious discussion, There’s really 
nothing like a few well-chosen insults 
to make people sit up and think. 

And the more one thinks about it, 
the more one sees that Mr. Sykes’ plan 
has much in common with recent de- 
velopment of the cattle breeding 
industry. 





Cattle Companies 


The broiler system of a few large 
companies breeding seed stock for 
mass multipliers who finally supply the 
commercial producer has its counter- 
part in the cattle world. The top few 
cattle breeders with their closed herds 
sell to the middle range of pedigree 
breeders, who together with the artifi- 
cial insemination organizations, test 
and supply stock for the commercial 
man. 

It seems to me that a great advantage 
of a cattle breeding company could be 
the increased scope it might give to the 
really great breeder. It has always 
seemed wrong to me that a skilled 
breeder should be restricted to work- 
ing with the number of animals he 
himself can afford. 

Surely his talents would be better 
used for the benefit of the industry as

ten,” blew a hole in the bank behind 

me.

Well, he did miss, and I am, there- 
fore, in a position to welcome Mr. 
Brian Harrison’s new Game Licences 
Bill, in which children under 15 would 
be prohibited from using or carrying a 
gun unless accompanied by a parent or 
guardian, a holder (over the age of 17) 
of a game or gun licence, or a game- 
keeper. 

Excellent, and a great improvement 
on the present provisions which forbid 
the sélling of a gun to anyone under 
17 years but allows a 14-year-old lad 
to carry and, seemingly, use a gun, lent 
or given! 


Found But Not Fined 


But if a youngster is caught, 
who, I wonder, is going to pay the £20 
fine for which, under the new Bill, he 
would be liable? The Courts cannot 
extract it from him—or his parents! 

Another clause in the Bill covers the 
forfeiture of gun licences by those 
convicted of offences under the Poach- 
ing Acts, and their disqualification 
from obtaining game or gun licences 
for at least a year after conviction. 

The penalty for taking game without 
a licence would be increased from £20 
to £50, while provision is made for 
the keeping of game in cold storage, 
without committing an offence (a 
sensible change). 


Saved By Disease 











HAT a peculiar quirk of 

nature that disease should 
have solved the turkey producers’ over- 
production fears last Christmas. No 
one can estimate just how many birds 
were lost through X-disease but 
guesses range from one-quarter to one- 
half million. That’s an awful lot of 
turkey, and if you add in the sizeable 
toll through fowl pest it means that a 
heck of a lot of festive dinners were 
lost. 

I think that turkey men would do 
well to think about the future as care- 
fully as broiler producers are doing 
already.

Mr. Davies pointed out that on very 
many fields the fertility status of the soil 
was too high for it to be possible to grow 
a malting sample. In any case he advised 
growers to plan their barley acreage so 
that only feeding varieties were grown on 
fields which were known to be of high 
organic fertility and poteutial malting 
varieties were used at a point in the rota- 
tion when available nitrogen would be at 
its lowest. 

Mr. Davies contended that it was 
possible to top-dress a crop with, say, 
Icwt of sulphate of ammo:iia to get higher 
yield without increasing the nitrogen 
content of the grain. The important 
thing was to apply the fertilizer when the 
crop was in the three-leaved stage. 


BEST TO TEST

In this situation, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is bound to seek a reduction 
in Exchequer liability for agricultural sup- 
port. He has already given a warning 
that other Government expenditure is ris- 
ing and that the time has come to halt 
the increases in Government expenditure.

On the other hand, the recent White 
Paper has made it clear that the Govern- 
ment does not regard the cost of agricul- 
tural support as a burden on the taxpayer 
and recognizes the value of agricultural 
production as a saver of foreign exchange. 

There is little likelihood, therefore, 

that the Government would seek at this 
Price Review to impose severe cuts in | 
the guarantees that would not be accept- | 
able to the N.F.U. The prospect is that 
this will be an agreed Review and that 
the share of increased efficiency left to 
the industry will be higher than in pre- 
vious years, 

The increase in the 1960-61 cost to the 
Exchequer is accounted for mainly by 
larger subsidies for cereals (barley up by 
£30 to £35 million; wheat also up), for 
beef as a result of higher production and 
lower prices, and for potatoes. 

Greater use has been made of the pro- 
duction grants and these will also cost 
more; the grants under the Farm Improve- 
ment Scheme and the Small Farmer 
Scheme will probably account for about 
£12 million.

The Chancellor spoke at the N.F.U.

Against these increases, it is esti- 
mated that there will be savings on 
eggs (up to £10 million), on pigs (be- 





tween £5 to £6 million) and on sheep. 

Farmers’ costs have gone up again this | 
year, and the cost-inflation which has to | 
be taken into consideration at the Review 
will be even higher than in the previous | 
year. The aggregate cost changes for | 
1960-61 will probably total about £17 | 
million on all products (£14 million on | 
the Review commodities) compared with | 
£16 million on all products (£13 million | 
on Review commodities) last year. 

The major increases are for labour (£15 
to £16 million) and rent (£9 to £10 mil- 
lion), and there-are minor increases for | 


transport, seeds, imported live stock, 
machinery and miscellaneous items (binder 
twine, wire, small tools, etc.). 

There are also decreases in costs to be 
taken into account. The major decreases 
are for feedingstuffs (£3 million), fertilizers 
(£3 million), and for petrol and fuel. It 
should be noted, however, that about two- 
thirds of the change in feedingstuffs costs 


is omatically accounted in the feeding- 
ruff formulas on which the commodity 
guaranices are based. 

The two other factors which have an 
important bearing on the Price Review are 
agricultural net output and aggregate farm- 
ing net income. Both figures are expected 
to be higher than last year. 


Some Money Diverted 
to Marketing? 


The opening positions for this Re- 
rex are likely to be that the farmers’ 
representatives will press for increases 
for beef, sheep and milk, and the 

Government will seek to limit its liabil- 

ity for cereals, eggs and sugar beet. The 

Government will, also seek to divert

The prospects, as the Review opens, are 
of an increase of 6s to 10s per live cwt 
on fat cattle and a cut of perhaps 6d per 
cwt on barley.

The question of a standard quantity for 
barley will probably be discussed but will 
run into the same practical difficulties as 
did the Government’s proposal for a stan- 
dard quantity on eggs which was rejected 
at the last Review.

A® examination of the expenditure of 
the Ministry. of Agriculture has 
begun under the Chairmanship of Sir 
Godfrey Nicholson and the Estimates 
Committee of M.P.s.

“CUT OUT FARM SUPPORT” 


Attack on British Farming in a 
pro-Danish Book 


WO British economists have just produced a book* extolling the merits of 
the Danes as agricultural exporters with scant regard to the contribution 
of British farming to our national economy. The book was commissioned 

by the Danish Agricultural Producers’ Information Council, and in my view the 


authors have given their sponsors value for money. 
| instance, that our trading relations will be unsatisfactory as long as we subsidize 


The authors say, for 


domestic producers in competition with our trading partners. 


This appears to overlook the fact that 
a reduction of output from British farms 


| would obviously result in a greater import 
| bill, not only because more food would 
| have to be purchased abroad in total, but 


also because each food unit would cost 
more on the world market. The great 
increase in British farm output has un- 
doubtedly helped to keep down world 
prices, as Britain is far and away the most 
important importer of food. 

It is also a pity that the book makes 
no mention of the fact that for one com- 
modity at least, butter, the Danish 
Government has empowered its farmers 
to charge consumers considerably more 
“free market” prices.

Sykes, the poultry breeder, at Stratford-on-Avon last week. He told

that breeders had perpetrated what he termed “the most incredible piece of 


irresponsibility ” over the past decade.

“You were told what to do 12 years 
“you have not done it. You have 


turned an industry worth £770,000,000 into Britain’s most backward industry.” 


Mr. Sykes, whose poultry breeding in- 
terests were said to have a turnover of 
£250,000 a week, said that the recipe 
given in 1948—the formation of large 
breeding companies—was the only way 
breeders could compete in the future. 

Only a large organization could give 
continuity of breeding or could afford to 
employ a top geneticist (“ £8,000 a year “ 
and to set up the size of research project 
needed. Also a high selection pressure 
would need to be _ established—some 
breeders of broiler chicks rejected as many 
as 99 per cent of those tested. 


U.S. Take-over Danger 

Mr. Sykes saw the whole stock-breeding 
industry of the future in the hands of a 
few big international companies, similar 
to those developing in the broiler business. 
And he warned that if British breeders did 
not get together quickly and form such 
companies, American organizations would 
take over. 

He quoted the example of Arbor Acres 
Nichols Inc., a U.S.A. merger that now 
produced 75 per cent—some 1,500 million 
—of U.S. broiler female parent stock. 
Four years ago they extended their in- 
terests across the Atlantic and in 1961 
expected to sell 400 million chicks in 
Europe.

of big breeding companies with vast re- 
search projects to increase production be 
reconciled with the present supply posi- 
tion, where there was a world-wide sur- 
plus of milk and milk products. 

Here Mr. Sykes’ elder brother, Mr. 
Frank Sykes, entered the fray. 

Economics of production would have to 
be improved, he said. With the coming 
of the Common Market, the talk would 
not be of ceilings of production, but of 
the price at wh.ch milk could be pro- 
duced to compete with the rest of 
Europe. 

The same basic breeding principles 
applied to cattle as to poultry and in the 
poultry industry they were breeding for 
just as many factors as were the cattle men. 

Mr. W. B. Taylor, secretary of the 
N.C.B.A. was one of several speakers who 
believed that the industry’s present struc- 
ture was quite capable of coping with 
future needs. He favoured the co-opera- 
tion of breed societies and the Milk Board 
rather than the formation of large breed- 
ing companies. 


All Right for Broilers 

Uniformity was all right for broilers but 
if a breed of cattle got down “a one-way 
street” and it was then found that the 
street was pointing in the wrong direction, 
breeders might be glad if they had kept 
a few side turnings concealed up their 
sleeves. 

Mr. C. A. Leavens, a Guernsey breeder, 
recommended the formation of two elite 
herd books—one for beef and one for 
dairy breeds. Entries would only be on 
proven merit and from these animals we 
would get our future bulls. 


Dam’s Yield No Guide to Best Breeding Bulls 


VERAGE milk yield of a cow over her 
lifetime is no guide to the breeding 
value of her sons. In fact, low-yielding 
dams may well produce bulls with better 
contemporary comparisons than those out 
of high yielders. 

These are some of the results of a study 
made over the past few months by Mr. 
Ben Cooper and described by him on 
Friday afternoon in the last paper of the 
conference. 

Mr. Cooper, owner of the 100-cow 
Noremead herd of British Friesians, traced 
all the sons of two Friesian bulls, Terling 
Marmion and Terling Marlona. These 


two bulls were brothers and closely similar 
in breeding. 

A total of 102 of the sons of these 
bulls were traced, and milk records of the 
dams were found for 100 of these. 

When grouped in order of average yield 
of the dams, it was found the 26 bulls 
out of the top-yielding cow group had an 
average contemporary comparison of 
+249lb. In the medium-yield group, 42 
bulls averaged +287lb and in the bottom 
group 32 bulls registered +326lb. 

As an example, one of the sons, Doune- 
side Dieukmar, left 28 2,000-gailon daugh- 
ters and had a contemporary comparison 


of +1,195Ib; yet he was out of an 800- 
gallon dam. 

Mr. Cooper said that under the present 
system few of the bottom group of bulls 
would have been kept, because of the low 
yield of their dams. Thus we were 
losing lots of good breeding bulls. 

On the female side it seemed much 
more important that a cow came from a 
good breeding family than that her yield 
was high. 

In particular, a bull calf out of a heifer 
should not be rejected out of hand. Some 
of the best bulls he had used had been 
out of heifers

Recording Flock Performance Showed Way 
To Higher Lambing Percentage

AMBING percentage up by nearly 50 per cent in nine years. This is the 


in his flock at Tetbury, Glos. 


And he told visitors to a N.A.A.S. con- 


ference at Winchester that most of this increase could be put down to careful 
recording of the performance of each ewe, and selection of replacements from the 


most prolific strains. 

To get the best out of sheep recording, 
said Mr. Morris, it was necessary to have 
definite objectives in mind. When he took 
over his present flock he had in view the 
dual objectives of obtaining a prolific and 
milky ewe, which would provide the 
maximum weight of lamb from every 
member of the flock. 

By recording and careful selection, the 
average lambing percentage had been 
raised from 146 in the years 1948-9-50 to 
188 in 1957-8-9. 

This figure is the number of lambs alive 
as a percentage of ewes put to the ram. 
If total lamb drop were compared with 
ewes lambed, the figure would increase to 
over 200, said Mr. Morris. 

Another fact thrown up by his records 
was that it paid to mate ewes young. 
Ewes mated in their first year had pro- 
duced 30 per cent more lambs in their 


second to fifth lactations than those first 
bred as shearlings. 

Mr. Morris, who is chairman of the 
National Lambing Competitions com- 
mittee, also illustrated the importance of 
prolificacy with figures from his own 
records. 

At 11 weeks, single lambs in the flock 
had scaled 80Ib I.w. each, twins 67lb and 
triplets 59]b.

Threatened Potato Glut Fades with Lost Aeres,

HAT threatened at one time to be a record surplus of potatoes from the 
1960 crop may have been wiped out by the past six months’ wet 
A tenth of the total acreage was still unlifted on January I, 


according to the Potato Marketing Board’s census published last week. Many 
of these acres will probably never be lifted, or will yield only very little; much 


of the crop already in store is of doubtful keeping quality. 


And although the 


Board does not make a firm forward estimate, these factors may combine with 
increased demand to eliminate the surplus bogy for this season.

ARMING results in from Cambridge last week* show that the small men

The University report shows that 45 per cent 


of the non-fen farms under 100 acres made less than £500 last year. Predominantly 
though, the area covered by the report is one of larger holdings, and in their intro- 
duction, the authors state that “Government policy has been, on the whole, 
successful in maintaining the real value of farmers’ incomes in the area at a 


reasonably constant level since 1940. 

“A slight tendency for the level of 
income to fall over the past three years is 
noted, but it is still too early to say 
whether this represents a definite trend.” 

More than 50 per cent of the farms 
over 300 acres which were costed showed 
profits in excess of £3,000, and repre- 
sented some 15 per cent of all the 
sampled farms, according to the report. 

Our chart, abridged from the report, 
shows the extent of the working capital 
invested in different farming systems in 
the area, the income per acre, and the 
return on the invested capital. State the 
authors: “It will be seen that the ‘ mainly 
cereals’ farms have the lowest capital 
investment. 


In the Fens 

“For this reason, the farm income of 
£7.5 per acre gives a return of nearly 
19 per cent on the £40 of capital invested. 
There can be little doubt that cereal grow- 
ing provides a simple and _ profitable 
method of farming in the Eastern 
Counties.” 

Concerning fen farms, the authors had 
this to say: “As might be expected on 
fertile soil, incomes are high, Success 
does, however, demand a high degree of 
skill, and (as shown in our chart) a high 
level of capital per acre.”

About 2,400,000 tons of potatoes were 
still on farms or merchants’ premises on 
Jan. 1, stated the Board. This includes 
an estimate of the probable out-turn of the 
74,000 acres still unlifted at that time. 

Possibly 170,000 tons of these stocks 
might never be marketed, the Board said. 
On this assumption, then 2,230,000 tons 
remained to be sold. 

This compares with 2,210,000 tons a 
year earlier, when there was an eventual 
surplus of 500,000 tons. 

Demand has been running higher this 
season—197Ib per annum per head of the 
population, compared with only 184lb in 
1959. 

If this increased demand is maintained, 
and wastage continues at its abnormally 
high level, it is quite likely that there will 
be no surplus at the end of the season.

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THEIR TURKEY TROUBLES ~ 


An American at the 8.T.F. Conference 
on Birds and Soil-banks 


VEN in America it seems they find trouble in persuading people to eat 
turkey all the year round. Dr. Miton L. Scort, principal of animal 
nutrition at Cornell University, who attended last week’s British Turkey 
Federation conference at Harrogate, admitted it was quite a problem, and they 


still concentrated on special festivals. 


During his six-month stay across here 
Dr. Scott is flitting around between 
Britain, Switzerland and Denmark—and 
will visit Scotland in July.

“It is not surprising that on the 
majority of milk producing farms, net 
farm increase barely exceeds the wages 
of paid employees and leaves no reward 
for capital, enterprise and risk, 

“One cannot help but compare these 
figures with general increases in standards 
of living and of company dividends; the 
latter have increased by 17 per cent per 
annum between 1954 and 1960.” 

There were two points against an in- 
crease in milk prices from the Govern- 
| ment’s point of view, said Mr. Trehane. 
There was a possible increase in the 
burden on the Exchequer. “We have 
heard little about this recently” he said, 
“because the subsidy has been reduced 
over recent years.” 

Better prices would increase production 
with the result that pressure on the 
| Government from overseas’ producers 
| would increase. Their argument would be 

that increased home production would 
| rob them of part of their market. 

“But this would be a weak case. The

Hydraulics Step Into Focus 


More Machines Are Using This Source 
of Power, says JULIAN BAYLEY 


D) inst progressed « of hydraulic power in hedging and ditching equipment 


has progressed out of all proportions in the last few years. 
hydraulic lift is now accepted as standard equipment. 


The tractor 
More recently has 


come that flexible power source—the hydraulic motor, giving power where it is 


wanted most. 


Now development seems to be directed at the 


“complete ” 


machine, all movements—lifting, lowering, slewing and driving—being controlled 


and carried out hydraulically. 

Several machines. at the Farmers 
Weekly National Hedge-laying and Ditch- 
Contest at Wisborough Green, Sussex, 
last week were operated by hydraulics. 
Some, particularly among hedgers, were 
seen in prototype form at the event last 
year, so this trend was perhaps more 
noticeable among the ditchers. 

Hedging equipment on display ranged 
from giant-sized plant for contractors 
down to reasonably priced equipment for 
the smaller acreage farmer. One con- 
tractor was demonstrating a robust hedge- 
and scrub-clearing outfit mounted on a 
four-wheel-drive Latil tractor. 


Contractor’s Machine 

Although slightly above the price 
bracket of the average acreage farmer, the 
Hydrocut hedge-cutter manufactured by 
Hydrocut, Ltd., Sudbury, Suffolk, would 
appeal to the contractor. 

It is powered and controlled hydraulic- 
ally, all hydraulic lines incorporating 
overload valves for safety. 

The cutter blade can be swivelled 
through 220 deg and the maximum height 
of cut along the top of a hedge is 10ft. 
Cost of the Hydrocut is £650 ex-works 
and saw blades £15 extra. 

Quick and neat work was being done 
by the New Zealand-designed Belcher 
ditch cleaner, a machine new to this 
country, being marketed by Belcher 
Ditchers, Ltd., St. Neots, Hunts. It can 
be worked at a speed of up to 94 chains 
per hour and will clean ditches to a depth 
of 6ft 6in and width of 9ft 3in. 

The ditcher, which is mounted at the

rear of the tractor, incorporates two 
double-acting hydraulic rams, which force 
the bucket into the ditch, and two control 
valves to position the bucket.

Slight modifications have been made to 
the Cumbrian ditcher of the Cumbrian 
Implement Co., Ltd., Aspatria.

land, a rotary cutter and cleaner machine 
was being demonstrated by F. W. Mc- 
Connel, Ltd., London, W.1. It is fitted 
on the tractor three-point linkage and 
will cut an 18in wide and 18in deep drain. 

The machine is designed for work with 
medium-powered tractors and retails for 
£250 ex-works. 

One prototype machine on show was 
the small portable ditching outfit designed 
for work in confined spaces, made by 
Antony H. Croucher, Ltd., Holybourne, 
Hants. In operation it is worked by two 
men, one guiding, the other supplying the 
motive power by pulling the machine for- 
ward by a rope fitted to a ratchet. 


Heavy Going 

Ground conditions did not favour the 
trench-cutting machines and a number of 
manufacturers had to withdraw.

Power required to operate the machine 
in normal conditions is 25 to 30 h.p., 
working depth can be varied up to 6ft 
and a safety clutch is fitted to prevent 
overload.

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SCOTS INVADE HEREFORD 


Northerners’ Buying Helps to Return Second Best 
Average of £359—Champion For South Africa 


COTTISH and North of England buyers were down at the Hereford Herd 

Book Society’s Premier. Bull Show & Sale at Hereford last week in greater 

numbers than ever before. And their purchases were a big factor in the return 
of the second best ever average of £359. This was some £57 less than the record, 
established last year, but still a grand figure and representing a high level of trade 
without the aid of many four-figure bids. 

One of the largest entries ever for this fixture (236) was considerably reduced by 
purchases for Russia beforehand. 

Championship of the yard and three of the other major awards went to Mr. Elwyn 
Jones. His winner, Atok Deputy, brought the highest price of 3,600gs for export to 
South Africa. South American buyers were also busy, taking 14 head; two went to 
Ulster and one to Eire. And the Mi‘k Board paid 1,100gs for a poll. 


Deputy Steps to The Top 


NTEREST in the judging, keen at any time, was stimulated by the fact that an 
American was officiating here for the first time since Herefords were originally 
exported to the U.S. some 160 years ago. And the man, Prof. Herman Purdy, 

treated his large audience to an impeccably businesslike display to finish up with a 
champion that most ringsiders agreed was the best bull in the yard. This was 
Mr. Elwyn Jones’ December calf, Atok Deputy, described by the judge as “thick 
where cattle should be thick,” among other tributes. 

Prof. Purdy, of Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity and cattle adviser to ex-President Eisen- 
hower, was most impressive in his speedy 
handling of the 11 classes, dealt with in 24 
hours. In most cases, before the bulls had 
made two circuits of the ring he had the 
leaders pulled out and seldom changed them 
afterwards.

During the class judging only the Sep- 
tember yearlings (where 27 paraded) seemed 
to cause Prof. Purdy any difficulty. Here 
the leader (from the Haven) remained where 
he was first pulled out, but the next four 
places where changed several times before 
the judge was satisfied. One from Penmaes 
was eventually second. 


Partners Win 

The day began with the two-year-olds and 
the senior of these classes was led by an 
entry of tremendous girth and with a grand 
top from Withington, a herd owned by Mr. 
Trevor Parker with Mr. Dan Hess. 

Mr. Parker was again in the money in the 
second class, where one carrying his own 
Cheyney prefix scored over an entry from 
Lt. Cdr. Collard’s Glanelan herd that did 
so well in show and sale rings last year. 


Capt. & Mrs. W. Ashby, who began with 
Herefords only five years ago, brought 
out a beautifully topped representative of 
their Mainoaks herd—one of the best 
movers of the day—to take the Fuly-August 
class, their first red ticket at this event. 
Three of the 22 polls catalogued were 

forward among the October calves, but none 
appealed to the judge, who chose Atok 
Docker, a half-brother of the eventual cham- 
pion, to lead. It was by Atok Adrian (as 
was the overall winner), a son of the great 
Penatok Crusader, that has done so well for 
Mr. A. E. Jones. Runner-up was Harrold 
Racer, one of Mr. Tusting’s three second- 
prize winners. 

November yearlings were led by a Chads- 
hunt son of Vern Horatio. It moved well 
and had a lovely top but was just a shade 
small for his age. 


Son of Perfect 

Among the January bulls was a son of 
Pawnee Perfect, an imported poll owned by 
a syndicate of five. This entry, from H. A. 
Colburn & Son, Ltd., stood second, the 
highest place taken by a hornless bull at the 
show, and he was unfortunate here to come 
up against Sherlowe’s eventual reserve cham- 
pion. 

Walking was not a strong point with many 
of the bulls on parade, but one that did not 
fail in this respect was Ankerdine Hamish, a 
February calf with splendid hindquarters, 
that led its class against strong opposition. 
Mr. Tusting collected another second-prize 
card here. 

Most of the March bulls were remarkably 
well-grown, but one in particular caught the 
eye of many a ringsider and—more impor- 
tant—of the judge. This one, from Firlands, 
was a lovely deep red in colour, moved and 
stood well and was obviously destined for 
first place, whére he was duly put.

Reverse Trade Begins 


XPORT buyers were prominent at the sale but impressive, in- 
deed, was the demand from Scottish and North of England 
breeders, who took some 30 per cent of the bulls sold.. However, 

this trade was not entirely one way, for a September calf, bred in 


Roxburghshire, was bought for 1,800gs to go to Westhide, in the home 


of the breed. 

Right from the start the northern men 
were busy—the first lot in the catalogue went 
to Northumberland, the third bull sold to 
Berwickshire, and so on. 

Typical of these buyers was Mr. John 
Harrison, owner of the noted Inglewood 
Dairy Shorthorns in Cumberland, “who 
bought a bull to put on his Galloway and 
Blue-Grey cows. The progeny of these, 
calved in the autumn, are brought in a year 
later and sold early the following spring about 
14 months old and scaling 8cwt. 


As usual, Mr. James Schofield was soon 
in the bidding for his South American 
customers but his second buy was for 
Messrs. Davison & Co., who have a herd 
at Elsworth, Cambs. This purchase 
secured the only entry from the Vern and 
at 1,000gs was the first four-figure bid of 
the day. 

Three lots later came the second—1,000gs 

paid by another exporter to South America, 
Mr. Robert Brydon. He gave this sum for 
Glanelan’s second-prize two-year-old—just 
double the cost of the previous lot from the 
same herd. 

And so the sale progressed, with the occa- 
sional high-price interspersed by the mainly 
good, solid calls for crossing bulls. 


Not Dear

On the live stock side Mr. Bourne was 
particularly keen on demonstrating the 
latest ways to house, feed and manage all 
types of stock.

What other use can we get out of a 

breeding chart? Are the cows 
cycling regularly? Are cows being bred 
at short heats denoting ovarian disfunc- 
tion? Even worse, are cows on proper 
heat going undetected? This latter prob- 
lem is a real one when A.I. is being used, 
for, rather than lose what the farmer 
thinks is a valuable three weeks, he will 
risk a visit from the inseminator. This 
visit may do no harm but it certainly 
won’t help the conception. In a small 
herd it’s not usual to have several cows 
on at the same time. 

We have mentioned how good breed- 
ing records may show up the deficiency 
of one particular bull, but other things 
become evident with more careful study.

Not for Barley 


NYONE who studies the market 
reports on grain will be struck by 
the fact that whereas in the case of wheat 
the price paid for home-grown corn, for 
several months after harvest at least, is 
considerably less than for similar grades 
of imported, this is apparently not so in 
the case of barley 
This differential is only enforceable 
because the wheat trade has to be chan- 
nelled through merchants to obtain sub- 
sidy, with all the pointless and expensive, 
though no doubt profitable, movements 
off and back on to farms that this business 
entails. 

In effect, a large part of the wheat 
deficiency payment subsidizes the 
millers, merchants and compounders. 
May we hope that, in the negotiations 

announced recently, the N.F.U.-does not 
so far forget whom it is supposed to 
represent as to agree to any deficiency 
scheme for barley which enforces sale to 
a registered merchant?

is understandably proud of the good relationship between himself and the farmer 
and he, too, like Mr. Horvat, wants this to continue. 


What has disturbed him has been the 
extravagant talk put out by some of the 
advocates of the group system which has 
given the impression that the trade is liv- 
ing in luxury on high margins at the ex- 
pense of the farmer. 


Talk of discounts of 33 per cent and 

17 per cent have been aurily bandied 

about and the farmer may well be for- 

given for thinking that a rich Utopia 
was just round the corner if he signed 
on the group line. 

The sad faci is that with the main farm 
supplies coming from the agricultural 
merchant the distributive margin is miser- 
ably small compared with those of normal 
retail trade. Margins of 3 to 5 per cent 
on fertilizers and feedingstuffs allow 
little latitude for price reduction, even for 
large orders put out by the groups. 


Anyone who has doubts about this 
could well study the sections on distri- 
bution in the Monopo‘ies Commission 
report on Chemical Fertilizers. 


Efficient distribution requires invest- 
ment in buiidings, vehicles and equipment 
and the application of sound business 
methods. If a group is efficiently run, and 
does take over part of the merchanting 
function, it can justifiably ask for a reduc- 
tion in price. But it should be realized 
that there is very little with which to play. 


Mushroom Growth 


The merchant is also understandably 
worried at the mushroom growth of the 
group system where the organization is 
not efficient. An efficiently run group 
has to have an organizer to arrange meet- 
ings, take orders, negotiate snags, pay the 

bills and collect the 
money. 

It is one thing for a 
merchant to deal with a 
group for a large bulk 
order, but if the group 
fails the financial reper- 
cussions could be poten- 
tially disastrous. 


The agricultural mer- 
chant’s margin of net pro- 
fit, before tax, is on aver- 
age 2 per cent. This, after 
payment to shareholders 
or partners, and after the 
Exchequer has had _ its

share, has to supply capital for future 


investment in plant, buildings, equip- 
ment and vehicles. Many merchants 
rightly regard this.as a far from reason- 
able return for the capital and skill in- 
vested in the business. 


Avoid the Squeeze 


Mr. Horvat calls on farmers to avoid 
the squeeze by better organization. He 
should bear in mind that the amount of 
financial moisture in merchanting is so 
small_that the net tangible result to group 
buyers will only be a trickle, certainly not 
the flood prophesied by the wordy advo- 
cates of the movement. 

And in return for this, someone—paid 
or unpaid—within the group has a lot of 
work to do.

One cause of dissatisfaction seems to be the 
disparity between the rewards of the producer, who takes considerable risks and 
works long and hard, and the rewards of the milk distributors and processors 
whose risks are less and whose labours are less exacting. . 
May I suggest that milk producers , 


could, by united action

parity and improve their own circum- | 


stances by a logical extension of the 
Marketing Board’s activities? 
could acquire the great distributing and 
manufacturing companies and receive on 
behalf of farmers the dividends now dis- 
tributed elsewhere. 

The M.M.B. would then become 
actually a Marketing Board and not 
merely, as now, a negotiator of contracts 
between producers and wholesalers. 

To put this suggestion into practice 
the following steps would be necessary: 


Agreement by the N.F.U. (which means 
agreement by a majority of farmers) that 
control by milk producers of milk and 
milk products from cow to consumer ts 
desirable. 

Extension of the powers of the Milk 
Marketing Board to supply funds for 
the purchase of shares of great public 
companies which control the bulk of 
milk purchase. 


Existing managements in the companies 
organized could be retained and dividends 
distributed annually to producers pro rata 
to the promoting of milk supplied. 

The cost of acquisition could be met 
by producers forgoing fractions of their 
receipts for milk over a period, and this 
trifling’ individual sacrifice. would ensure 
them once and for all time the control of 
much of their produce and the fullest 
possible returns therefrom.

be inevitable, but farmers could overcome 
this if they acted together. It is only 
because they operate on individual and 
separate units that they appear to them- 
selves powerless in the face of huge com- 
bines. 

There, I suggest, is a course of action 
which could be more beneficial and far- 
reaching in its consequences to milk 
producers than voluntary or enforced 
limitations of output. 


If successfully concluded this form of 
vertical integration, with the farmer on 
top instead of at the bottom, might give 
fresh heart to horticulturists, pig pro- 
ducers and others in agriculture who feel 
that they get less than a fair return for 
their produce.

A Wrinkle Too Mietiy 


ANNERS of upholstery leather 
(which is made from cow hides) ex- 
perience to varying degrees a defect which 
shows on the underside of the leather as 
a kind of wrinkle. The leather is weak 
and stretchy at the wrinkled areas and the 
tanned hide is therefore down-graded. 
The number of wrinkled hides varies 
from pack to pack being processed by 
the tanners, in extreme cases even reach- 
ing 20 per cent of his input. It has 
increased over the past 10-20 years in 


English hides and has been known for 
some time in Scandinavian. 
A dairy-farming friend has described 


to us the “puffing up” of the skin that 
can occur on some cows that are being 
“steamed up” with high-protein diet 
before calving. Puffing up is seen, we 
understand, mostly at the back of the 
thigh (though it can also spread to other 
parts of the body). This is the area 
where wrinkle usually occurs, and we 
should therefore be interested to obtain 
ofie or more hides from cows known to 
have been prone to puffing up 

We should be pleased to hear from any- 
one able to let us know when such a 
beast is about to be slaughtered so that 
we can buy the hide.

Scrap This New Market Toll 


F the Covent Garden Market is indeed 

moved to Kings Cross and accom- 
modated in the premises we have de- 
signed, the savings in rent and in labour 
will considerably exceed one million 
pounds per annum without taking into 
consideration the financial advantages of 
the saving in time, the additional con- 
venience and the reduction in waste 
which at present occurs in Covent 
Garden. 

The Government’s present proposal is 
to set up a market authority who will be 
permitted to charge the traders a rent as 
well as a toll. 

But in our scheme we are proposing 
to afford all the most modern facilities 
to the traders and to leave the industry 
alone. 

The traders and taxpayers are naturally 
very suspicious of the fact that in the 
Bill as it stands, there is no limit to the 


amount of the toll that can be levied by 
the new market authority. Following the 
pattern of ail Government sponsored 
bureaucracies not subject to the electrify- 
ing effects of competition, apart from the 
mere operation of Parkinson’s Law, they 
will make a loss, which the traders and 
the taxpayer will have to face as well as 
the housewife who will pay more for the 
produce. 

Do you not think that the toll could 
be omitted entirely? We suggest it can, 
indeed, our figures show that after setting 
aside £100,000 a year as profit to the 
market authority, the scheme stands 
economically on its own feet without 
resorting to a tax on turnover. Let the 
trader take space and get as much turn- 


over as he can.

Could the W.L. not start a project for 
exporting dried apples? 

They have to be packed in light-proof 
containers, but not cardboard, for those 
lose both colour and flavour. Those that 
come out here in bulk are excellent. 

Also, we read in our local newspaper 
that a U.K. firm is introducing experi- 
mentally accelerated freeze-drying here. 
Would this method not save the surplus 
apples and perhaps other English fruits 
which would be much appreciated out 
here? We feel that farmers have to take 
on another job of salesmanship.

NO END OF A TENANCY

you can insert in the agreement or lease a 

provision to the effect that you shall be 

entitled to terminate the tenancy on giving 
1Z months’ notice to quit, but it is impos- 
sible to be certain of regaining possession. 

If you should serve such a notice to quit, 

the tenant could, within one month, serve 

a Counternotice requiring that Section 

24(1) of the Agricultural Holdings Act 

1948 shall apply to it. If such a Counter- 

notice were served in time, the notice to 

quit would become void unless you got the 
consent of the Agricultural Land Tribunal 
to its operation.—Legis.

RUNNING A RISK

COLI-DOGGED 


I have had much trouble with bowel 
cedema in pigs. Is there any preven- 
tive and does the germ linger in the 
sties?—D. A. 

An oedematous condition means “ water- 

logging ” of the tissues by fluid that comes 

out of the blood vessels. In gut cedema the 
germs known as the E. coli hemolvyticus 
have been shown to be responsible. It 
has been found that the kidneys fail to 
act properly, and that there 1s a retention 
of salt within the body and, therefore, any 
treatment used to restore the kidney func- 
tions in getting rid of surplus fluids must 
be combined with a salt-free diet. The 
E. coli live but a very short time outside

the body but, of course, it is well to keep 
piggeries well disinfected. By the time 
symptoms appear, the mischief is done 
already, and any treatment for the con- 
trol of the E. coli is just a waste of time 
and money, and the carcase of an affected 
pig is not fit for food. There is, however, 
a ray of hope, as vets can now obtain a 
safe and efficient diuretic, to be given by 
intramuscular injection, and for your part, 
weaners should be fed on a very laxative 
and salt-free diet, and only be brought 
on to eating regular rations by very slow 
degrees.—Vet. 


EXPOSED 
Spraying with an aerosol has failed to 
remedy blackspot in a cow’s teats. 
Please advise-—D. M. 
The germs that cause blackspot thrive 
best in the absence of the oxygen of the 
air, and are protected from the dressing 
by the hard, black scab that covers the 
sores. It follows, therefore, that the scabs 
must be removed as often as they form, 
or the sores will not heal. One of the 
best dressings is the 10 per cent tincture 
of chloramphenicol plus gentian violet, 
applied either by painting or by aerosol 
every day to effect.—Vet. 


Feeding 


RABBIT RATION 


Might I have a ration for 4-month-old 
New Zealand White rabbits? Man- 
golds, hay, swedes and bread are avail- 
able.—L. N. (Northants). 

A ration can consist of greens, hay and 

rabbit pellets. Bread or roots can be 

given occasionally but these are used 
mainly for feeding to fattening rabbits 
before killing. The hay should be of good 
quality red clover, lucerne, sainfoin or 
best meadow hay; poor hay has little 
value, except for mere bulk.—W. K. W. 


BEFORE LAMBING 


I should be glad of a steaming-up ration 
based on barley and beet pulp for feed- 
ing to ewes.—P. W. (Notts). 

Here’s a suitable ration in parts by 

weight: crushed barley, 4; beet pulp, 2; 

linseed cake, 4; decorticated cotton cake,

BEST COARSE 
Are coarse-ground cereals satisfactory for 
dairy cows or is a crusher necessary as 
well as a grinder and mixer?—H, L. 
(Surrey). 
Coarse-ground cereals are the best for 
cattle, and I normally recommend grind- 
ing as coarse as possible, but at the same 
time avoiding some whole grains or large 
grain pieces passing straight through the 
animals and being readily seen in the 
dung. In practice this generally means 
using a medium-size sieve. I have used 
a grinder and mixer for some years now 
for cattle rations and find it very satisfac- 
tory.—R. K 


WHEY IN THE BALANCE 


Which is the better value for pigs—whey 
at 13d or skim milk at 43d a gallon 
delivered? When skim milk sours does 
the solid matter sink?—}. B. (Somerset). 

Whey at 14d and skim milk at 44d a 

gallon are approximately equal in feed- 

ing value, but it must be remembered 
that, whereas separated milk contains 
valuable animal protein and is sufficient 
as a protein-mineral supplement to cereals, 
whey is almost entirely a starchy or sugar 
feed but which also contains valuable 
minerals. When skim tnilk sours the 


curd does not usually sink to the bottom. 
Souring and curdling can be considerably 
retarded by the addition of 0.1 per cent 
of formalin which can be roughly 
calculated as 1% about 20z per 10 
gallons.—H. R.

Could I safely apply fertilizer to frozen 
ground?—G, M. (Wilts).

Is there a variety’ of swede resistant to 
club root?—D. }.

I suggest you grow Wilhelmsburger which 

is a green topped swede and resistant to

from most leading seedsmen.—H. I. M. 


COMPOUND INTEREST 


I have a 60-acre, mainly grass, dairy farm 
and a spinner-type broadcaster. Wow: ld 
wt be a saving to buy “ straight” ferti- 
lizers?-—W D. (Devon). 

The actual saving effected by buying 

“straights” and mixing one’s own com- 

pounds varies with the type of compounds 

used and the brand, but is of the order of 
£3 per ton. You must remember, how- 
ever, that for this sum you have con- 
venience of handling, a wide range of 
materials, excellent physical condition and 
the avo.dance of waste which may occur 
when mixing one’s own. The wide use 
of compounds is some indication of the 
decision made by many farmers. For 
grassland, of course, the case is some- 
what different in that you could apply 
slag, with or without potash, in the

tion will depend upon the brand of weed- 
killer used and you should closely follow 
makers’ instructions. The best time for 
spraying is when the rosettes are grow- 
ing strongly, say in June or early July 
and most certainly before the flower buds 
are formed. After spraying the ragwort 
may become very palatable (as you know 
it is a poisonous weed) and you should 
keep stock off the field until after the rag- 
wort plants are quite dead. This usually 
means about 14 days.—H. I. M. 


Poultry 


SHUDDER 
NEST-EGG 
' keep 2,000 hens for eggs. Can you sug- 
gest a fair bonus to pay to my poultry- 
man?—}F. C. (Wilts). 
The most satisfactory bonus system is, 
of course, based on a percentage of net 
profit. As bonuses are incentives, some 
schemes are based on percentage produc- 
tion, others on weekly grading returns. 
The high average production of hybrids 
makes it necessary to set the target high 
if the basis for bonus is percentage pro- 
duction, e.g., at 1d per dozen over 75 
per cent produced, the bonus at 80 per 
cent production would be 7s 3d per week, 
at 85 per cent production 14s 6d per week. 
The percentage production is based on 
marketable eggs. This bonus system 
could, of course, start at a lower produc- 
tion percentage or be a higher figure per 
dozen. —H. R. C. K. 


SPECULATION 


How much space is required by a bird 
on deep litter and what is average egg 
production?—f. R. (Yorks). 

There is a wide variation in deep litter 

layers from the small Leghorn-type 

hybrid, which will lay 240 eggs or more 
in a full year, on a food consumption of 
4}-430z of food per day, to the heavy 
breed first cross eating 54-60z of food per 
day, with an egg production average of 
180-200 eggs. In houses of less than 400 
sq ft floor area, 4 sq ft floor space per 
bird is allowed; in larger houses 34 or 
even 3 sq ft is allowed. With the increas- 
ing litter problem, and the ability to in- 
crease the capacity of the houses (as well 
as a more efficient system), deep litter 
houses are now being converted to ¢ floor 
area slatted or wire mesh droppings pit 
and } deep litter. Some intensive houses 

are all slatted or wire mash-floored, but I 

personally prefer the 4-4} type. With this 

system 2 sq ft floor 5 x. per bird is all 

that is necessary.—H. R. C. K. 


BIRDS IN TIERS 


I am considering wire mesh for a 2-tier 
poultry house floor. Please advise, 
especially with regard to protecting the 
intermediate (wooden) floor—F. W. 
(Co. Tyrone). 

There is now a tendency to prefer an 

intensive house with two-thirds slat or 

wire-mesh floor and one-third deep litter, 
to all-wire mesh (slatted floors last 
much longer than wire mesh). As far as 
cost is concerned, either all-slatted or 
wire-mesh-floored houses are much 
cheaper than laying battery units, and if 
a Leghorn-type hybrid is used, egg pro- 
duction in the slat or wire-floored houses 
can be comparable to the best obtained 
from laying batteries. As the floor area 
is a droppings pit, there is some danger 
to the floor of the upper storey, and to 
preserve it, a covering of sheet zinc would 





N rearing cade lambs the first 
essential is to see that they have 
some colostrum. One feed is enough. 
Suckle the lamb on another ewe if it 
cannot have its own mother’s milk. 
For the first month bottle-feed the 
lambs three or four times a day. Feed 
cow’s milk, starting with 4oz per feed 
working up to 4 pint per feed at 
about a fortnight old, but vary 
it according to the size of the lamb. 





A TIMELY TIP 


Reinforce the milk with 1 teaspoon- 
ful C.L.O. to the pint. 

At one month old cut to three 
feeds daily, then twe. Wean them at 
6-8 weeks old, provided they are eat- 
ing well. Milk substitutes can be 
gradually introduced at one month 
old, but should not be fed before. 

Remember the vital importance of 
warmth for the young lamb and of 
sterilizing all vessels used.

BEDDING IN THE BAG 


When using wood shavings as litter for a 
covered yard 47X34ft how much is 
needed initially and later?>—D. V. 
(Warwicks). 

Commence with 4-6in and add 2-3 bags 

every other day or every third day as re- 

quired. The main princple to bear in 
mind is to add just sufficient to keep the 
bed dry and the amount will vary accord- 
ing to the conditions the animals are kept 
in and their rations. If they are loose in 
the dung and drinking a lot of water the 
yard will need more dry litter to keep the 
bedding dry. Between now and the end 
of winter about 8-10cwt per cow should 
see you through comfortably.—J. S. H. 


NANNIES FOR LAMBS 


I was considering the purchase of goats 
to supply milk for the rearing of orphan 
lambs, Please comment and advise on 
this suggestion.—}. D. (Glos). 

It is certainly possible to purchase goats 

and, thus, obtain a supply of goats’ milk 

for rearing weak or orphaned lambs. The 
great majority of goats kid between Febru- 
ary and May, and it would be best to try 
and secure animals that have kidded or 
are due to kid just before your lambs are 
due. While goats will sometimes adopt 
lambs, it would probably be best, par- 
ticularly with weak lambs, to feed the 
milk from a bottle. Feed at blood heat. 
It may be desirable to dilute the milk 
with water for a few days when the change- 
over is taking place, but the lamb will 
soon take the milk as produced. The 
value of goats depends upon the milk 
yield, which may vary from, say, three 
pints to eight pints. A rough guide is 





about £2 per pint of the maximum daily 
yield. The British Goat Society. of Pal- 
grave, Diss; Norfolk, will be prepared to 
give you the names and addresses of goat- 
owners in your area who might be able to 
meet your needs.—H. E. J

It was Dr. W. P. 
Blount, Chief 
Poultry Advisor to 
B.O.C.M., who 
gave the British 
Turkey Federation 
Conference at 
Harrogate the facts 
behi the story 
in frank terms. 
First he told of a 
visit to a Berkshire 
farm where nearly 
800 out of 1,000 
poults between two 
and eight weeks old 
had died within 10- 
14 days. 

“They succumbed literally like flies 
before your eyes,” he said. General 
symptoms were marked by lack of appe- 
tite, lethargy and a particular weakness 
of the wings. 

Almost 80 per cent of cases occurred 
within 100 miles of London, and later 
ducklings and pheasants were reported 
affected in the same mysterious manner. 


Visit to Brazil 


After outlining the nature of the prob- 
lem and investigations, including feeding 
trials using everything from rat poison to 
massive doses of castor oil, the ground- 
nut meal was suspect and Dr. Blount told 
of his visit to Brazil, where he found they 
had had disease problems relating to the 
use of various vegetable proteins, including 
groundnut meals. 

As a result of all this, Dr. Blount was 
able te tell the B.T.F. conference: “We 
can repeatedly kill off young poults and 
ducklings using particular samples of 
Brazilian groundnut meals, with symptoms

cost more than 100,000 birds. 


and post-mortem findings typical of 
Turkey X disease.” 

If the rations also contained sulpha- 
quinoxaline the results were worse, he 
said. 

“We are satisfied that neither castor- 
meal nor other purgatives like Croton or 
Jatropha have played any part in inducing 
Turkey X disease; nor is urea involved. 

“On the other hand, we have evidence 
that some samples of Brazilian groundnut 
meal have contained as much as 0.07 per 
cent theobromine, equal to at least 5 per 
cent cocoa husk, and this may have played 
a part in the mixed etiology of this disease. 
Coffee meals may also have been involved.” 

Dr. Blount concluded by saying that in 
the work at present being carried out the 
main hope lay in the fact that Brazilian 
groundnut meal could be made even more 
toxic by having its fat and water-soluble 
protein removed, or by being heated. In 
the end, therefore, they hoped to elucidate 
more exactly the nature of the primary 
toxin.

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Goodbye to Lush 
Days of High 
Margins for Turkeys 


N the ’Sixties it will be necessary to say 
goodbye to the lush days of high mar- 
gins for turkeys and stop irresponsible 
production, declared Mr. Ray Feltwell, 
senior poultry adviser to Vitamealo, at the 
Harrogate B.T.F. conference. The almost 
“ spiv-like” element must be eliminated 
from all sides of the industry if it is to be 
established on a sound foundation. 

Voluntary limitation of production may 
be required from time to time, he sug- 
gested, and there would be no room for 
the large-scale turkey pirate. Small pro- 
ducers still had their part to play and 
could exploit the antagonism felt in some 
quarters to frozen birds. 

Stressing the importance of co-ordina- 
tion, particularly in view of the possible 
entry into a common European market, 
Mr. Feltwell said that later there might be 
a need for a really all-embracing European 
Turkey Federation. 

Trends towards intensive methods of 
production would continue, he said, and 
many thousands of turkeys would be 
reared in well-insulated and ventilated 
houses. Many of these would be window- 
less with environment carefully controlled.

It warns, however, that 
doubling production in the absence of 
any considered industry-wide development 
plan could be catastrophic.

N a dull winter afternoon, as I approached the farm- 

house of Greendykes, Macmerry, in East,Lothian, Mrs. 

Rennie’s miniature poodle, Mac, ran out and gave me a 
real Scottish welcome. I was soon sitting in front of a cheery 
fire with Mrs. Rennie, a charming and cultured woman, who is 
the wife of the Chairman of the Potato Marketing Board. 

Dorothy Rennie was born at Haddington, the local county 
town, the daughter of an English doctor whose family had 
farming connections in Norfolk and Cambridgeshire. After 
obtaining an M.A. degree at Edinburgh University, she attended 
business classes and her first job was secretary to Sister Pybus 
at the Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh. 

“TI have always been interested in geography, however, and 
when the opportunity of a post came along at the Geographical 
Institute in Edinburgh, I left the ‘Royal’ and went to work 
among maps for about two years.”

Mrs. Rennie married in 1940. Her husband is a Scot who 
had farmed for some years at Stockton-on-Tees. He now owns 
two farms in East Lothian, West Barns near Dunbar, and the 
Rennies’ present home, Greendykes. The farm of Greendykes 
was part of an old estate and one of the conditions of its sale 
in 1946 was that the mansion house, a few miles away, would 
have to be taken by the purchaser as well! 

This might well have been a tremendous burden, but Mr. 
Rennie took the risk and was fortunate enough to find a buyer 
who had the mansion converted into modern flats. 

It seems incredible that as recently as 1946 the house of 
Greendykes had no electricity or telephone; the previous tenant 
had, in fact, to walk down the road to the public telephone box 
when he wanted to make a call. 

Mrs. Rennie told me that this was the third house in which 
her husband had had to live with paraffin lamps, so it was a 
great relief when they could at last switch on. Many other 
modern conveniences were added, including a modern cooker in 
the kitchen in place of an old-fashioned black range. 

My introduction to the large garden was somewhat sudden, 
for as we were chatting ‘the gardener called out to warn Mrs. 
Rennie that black clouds were fast approaching and that her 
washing was still out on the line. 

As we dashed out to take in the clothes, I thought what a 
peaceful spot it would be to relax in on a summer evening, with 
its spacious lawns and flower borders. A lovely garden, too,

for children, of whom there are four in the family, two sons 
and two daughters. 

The boys are prospective farmers; the elder has in fact left 
school and is working on the farm. Mary, the elder daughter, 
is attending Edinburgh University and hopes to take a science 
degree, and the two younger children are still at boarding school. 

Mrs. Rennie is an enthusiastic District Commissioner for the 
Girl Guides in East Lothian, an interest which is shared by 
both her daughters. She is so keen that she attended the County 
Camp in the summer, which was held to celebrate the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Guide Movement. 

Mrs. Rennie slept under canvas, and it was just too bad when 
her tent started to leak on a wet night; that didn’t upset her in 
the least—it was all part of the fun of camping. 

When the children are at home, they often play bridge and 
other card games. “My family are all card sharpers,” their 
mother laughingly told me. 

As Chairman of the Potato Marketing Board, Mr. Rennie 
spends part of each week in London, where they have a flat. 
His work frequently takes him abroad and his wife likes nothing 
better than to go with him, for as she so rightly says: “ The 
wider we can spread our horizons the better. Films and the 
first-hand account are always more interesting to the family than 
a geography lesson.”

Mrs. Rennie was most impressed with this clever invention, 
the potatoes being washed, steamed and pumped out of the 
plant completely dry and ready for storage as cattle food. As 
a result of this investigation, several of these plants have been 
purchased and are in operation in this country. 

A warm and kindly personality, Mrs. Rennie has that unique 
gift of attracting interesting people to her, and by so doing it is 
not surprising that her own life is so enriched.

the last four months or so I’ve had a 
of jute carpeting (GRSR 


large 
quality) in the centre of our living- 
kitchen floor. 


Placed under the dining table, but 
within easy reach of both sink and porch 
door, it has. been subjected to limitless 
crumbs, water splashes and blobs of mud, 
as well as far too many greasy marks. 
Yet the only difference in appearance 
from an unused sample is the dulling of 
the colour. 

The rug is swept daily, with a broom 
or small suction cleaner, according to what 
is being used for the rest of the room, 
and given a run-over with the carpet 
sweeper after a meal. 

Occasionally a bit of well-trodden-in 
mud is removed, when dry, with a stiff 
handbrush. Greasy marks have been 
briskly treated with a dry-cleaning fluid— 
and have disappeared. 

One reason for this sturdy resistance to 
daily hazards is the fact that the 
has no pile but is of corded type. It has a 
non-slip rubberized back and this pre- 
vents dust seeping through to the 
beneath.

In plain red the carpeting looks very 
gay and cheerful on top of the “heart- 
wood” Sandran all-over floor covering 
(referred to later). This colour (No. 
5) has been accepted by the Council of 
Industrial Design for inclusion in Design 
Index. 

A plain dark green is a pleasant alter- 
native and there are also two-tone effects 
in dark/light green or sy a 8 — 
striped jaspe patterns which 
look as well.

My 
only criticism from the appearance angle 
is that the selvedges are rather uneven.

Narrow widths are intended for stairs, 
for which the jute carpeting should give 
good service, provided a felt underlay 
or stair pads are used too.

“Heartwood” design Sandran, the 
American vinyl floor covering we laid 
direct on the concrete-flags of the kitchen 
some six months ago, is still giving me a 
lot of pleasure, though its “polish” is 
not as bright-looking now. 

However, the upkeep is still as simple, 
a daily sweep or run-over with the suction 
cleaner and a damp clicth for any marks. 
Very occasionally I’ve used a damp 
sponge-mop all over, and a nylon scourer 
and a spot of clothes-washing og 
on any very obstinate marks, 
polish stain and the scorch thee 
rounding two little burns.

The two burns have, alas, penetrated 
the surface and the vinyl has been 
chipped in perhaps half a dozen tiny 
“spots” (possibly caused by solid fuel 
particles or grit tracked in from outside) 
and also on two of the edges that have not 
been fastened down. 

This chipping and the fact that stretch- 
ing does continue for a long while (we 
left final adjustment for almost three 
months and there is now another slight 
bulge in one place) are the only snags 
I’ve discovered. 

The edge-chipping would probably not 
have happened if the Sandran had been 

stuck there. The suppliers now 
recommend that Sandran laid on con-

And in the same way when the birth 
weights of thousands of babies are used 
to produce the average weight, that weight 
may in fact apply to only a very small 
minority of the group surveyed. Any fore- 
cast of physical development will be 
reasonably accurate for that minority 
only. 

Certainly some sort of standard is a 
help. One can say on the average a baby 
can be expected to smile by 16 weeks, 
grasp things by 28 weeks, walk by 18 
months, use three-word sentences and ask 
for the potty when needed by two years, 
dress and undress by three years. 

But it must also be realized that the 
very. people who have, after years of ob- 
servation and analysis of the behaviour of 
thousands of babies and children, produced 
such a general standard of expected pro- 
gress over the weeks, months, and years, 
are the first to say that what they offer are 
clues, not rules. In fact as expert inves- 
tigation into child development deepens, 
the bounds of normal development be- 
come wider and wider, and the average 
recedes further into oblivion.
